To say tiiat Russia's "peatte offensive" is a source 
of deep concern tcrithr* United States and other West- 
ern nations Is. to. say the completely obvious.; The 
Soviet's two ambassadors of good" will, Khrushchev 
and Bulganin, 'have become international tourists on 
a grand scale^'Their theme song has 'been the same 
(with certain exceptions, as wilf be noted) wherever 
they have . gorier- World Peace and friendship, along 
with, trade agreements which will benefit the masses 
of people everywhere. _ There can be no doubt that iri 
some important areas — notably the chaotic Middle' 
East — they have made marked progress. 

The visit of Khrushchev and Bulganin to Englartd 
— coming hard on' the heels of that of ex-premier 
Malenkov — was looked upon with special concern. 
There is no question in informed Western; minds of 
what present Soviet policy is — it is to undermine, in 
any way possible, the cause and the structures of 
Western unity, NATO included, and to do this primar- 
ily by allayhxg and'pod-poohlng fears as to Soviet in- 
tentions. In- thU/gt^nd'-design; England is of course a 
key. Of the- major;, powers^ she is America's best 
'friend, for all,the;.diifere«es^:VRinion as to this' pol- 
icy or that. ' But -the ^British people are sick unto 
death of crises. .Thq -British economic position flias 
worsened seriously;, duo Jin considerable. part to a fall*-, 
irig off in her exports — and exports are England's 
•lifeblood. And the possibility of the loss of Middle 
East oil is a ghastly specter in the eyes of British lead- 
ers — if that happened, it has been said, the country 
would be bankrupt to a 'month or so. 

So the fears" ( w.cre strong when the Russian visit 
began. Now' the visit. has. ended-— and, to many ob- 
servers, the cause of Western unity has survived with 

banners flyingi ."■■ " .■■ •/ 

Barnet Nover roceinitly devoted an interesting 
column on this.- Irvhis view, "It now looks . . .'as if 
the Bulganin-KhYusnchev.team fell flat -on its collec- 
tive face." And 'the reason 'is that — despite all the 
initial panoply of •smiles and protestations of frienid- 
ship»— Klhrushchev did something that has ruined 
many a man before' him. .Stung by hostile demon- 
strations, he lost his temper. 

Then, as Mr. Never, puts it, "He brandished the 
hydrogen bomb in* their direction, foolishly coupling 
that threat with an appeal for trade 1 which might nor- 
mally have made a- real improession on the trade- 
hungry British.'" As if that weren't enough, he cas- 
tigated the British group which could be expected 
to be most sympathetic to his. cause — the left-wing 
La'borites. And he 'had. ''nothing but scorn for Pres-

Poppy Bay, the time to remem- 
ber disabled veterans and their fam- 
ilies, has been set in Illinois for 
•Saturday, May 26. 

poppy Day is the time of the 
year when the American Legion ap- 
peals to the public in a fund-rais- 
ing endeavor for the benefit of des- 
titute veterans and their families. 
' The red cloth- poppy, a sign that 
you remember those who gaye so 
' much in the service, of pur country 
is made by the sick and injured 
veteratnr in his hospital bed. The 
poppy is sold by volunteer members 
of the American Legion and the 
American Legion Auxiliary. The 
volunteer is not paid for his work. 
All money from the sale goes to 
needy veterans and their famines. 
The message the men send from 
the hospital is "Remember the vet- 
erans. Buy a Poppy." 
' The message from the American 
Legion and the American Legion 
Auxiliary member is, "Wpuldnt 
you rather wear a poppy than make 

one?" ' , . 

Members of the Legion have 
worked with and watched the dis- 
abled men making the poppies. 
The three and one-half million pop- 
pies to be sold In .the state of Illi- 
nois have all been made in veteran 
Ihospitals in the state. The men 
have worked hundreds of hours as- 
sembling the little red flowers h» 
the wards and hobby shops of the 
hospitals. 



Bulk Milk 

Price* up 11 Cents 

Chicago, May 14-JDairy farmers 
who shipped milk to the Chicago 
market during April will receive 
prices 11 cents higher than during 
March. 

Milk prices for the month were 
announced by the Federal Milk Mar- 
ket Administrator's office in Chi- 
cago. 

Two prices will be paid- farmers 
for April milk. . The base price is 
$3.64. The excess price is $3.24. 
These prices are for 100 pounds of 
milk, testing 3.5 per cent butterfat 
delivered to the 70-mile zone. 



The increase will operate continual 
ly through the month. 

Prices on the Chicago, market will 
be helped later in the season by the 
increase' in the support prices for 
manufactured milk, Edwards said. 

So far the 10 cent increase from 
$.315 to $3.25 in the. national price 
livel of .manufactured milk has not 
affected the Chicago market. 

Edwards said that id" the fall 
months the increase in the support 
price level wiU bring higher prices 
to dairy farmers. 





Some 'of these men are bedrid- 
den; others are in wheel chairs;

The full effects of. the bargaining 
increase will not be felt- on the mar- 
ket' until TJext month, Edwards said.

Normally de- 
pendent on- the: security, love and 
confidence provided- by his parents, 
the adolescent unconsciously/ seeks 
to break {his pattern! so tnat his 
0W n independence , can be estab- 
lished. The home; food and ■ cloth- 
ing are still accepted, but freedom 
is sought— freedom, from; parental 
influence; freedom from being fold 
whnt and what not to do, freedom 
to enjoy the styles, of -his group, 
even though they may * be" "consid- 
ered by adults, as ofteW they are, 
entirely out of. keeping .with his 
youth. 

The wise parent will accept these 
changes calmly! Children are : great 
imitators, reacting strongly to the 
parental attitude in the home. If 
proper guidance has been effected 
in the early years, parental author- 
ity can be maintained wisely. En- 
vironmental factors',, influence., ex- 
tensively the growth^ pattern of jthe 
adolescent. Spontaneity in 'the 
youngster should be encouraged, 
but controlled. Etnithusiasm should 
not be curbed, but directed^ unob- 
trusively.

1 The lack of security and self-con- 
fidence leads to frustration and 
trouble. One type of person may 
react" by Introversion or drawhvg 
within himself, stammering and be- 
havior disturbances which ulti- 
mately end in psychoses. . Another 
person may show resentment, rebel- 
lion, aggressive behavior and delin- 
quency; -

Security can be dampened,' and 
even destroyed, • by non-acceptance, 
lying, nagging, inconsistency, argu- 
ing, split authority; and^bad exam- 
ple, while self-confidence may -be 
Impeded, by^ over-^protebtion, lack of 
appreciation* of achievements, dom- 
ination and' suppression. ■ 

Life "i should not be too easy for 
a j child. If every' desire is antici- 
pated and met,' life is boring. Char- 
acter develops through facing prob- 
lems and, mastering them. 

The greatest influence of the 
iftom'e on the*; child is an example. 
Because a child, is naturally" imita- 
tive, VvHe'v reflects the environment 
of his home.' Tensions, "temper dis-< 
plays", ' unpleasant' discussions are 
quickly imitated and adopted. - On 
the other hand if harmony and sta- 
bility in the'home prevail the child 
acquires. poise and security. 

Justus it is natural for the. very 
young: child to strike attitudes, so 
it is -natural for the growing teen 
ager ' to assume varied poses. One 
phase will be. aired today, and an- 
other tomorrow.

: NEW YORK— Nine out of every 
ten men, seven of every ten women 
and two-thirds of the children in 
America's urban population have 
some form of life Insurance, 
; This was reported by the Insti- 
tute of Life Insurance sm the basis 
of a 1955 consumer survey on life 
Insurance ownership made by. the 
Survey Research Center of - the 
University of Michigan. 
; The rural population showed 77 
per cent of the men, 58 per cent of 
.the women and 56 per cent of the 
children owning some form of life 
insurance. 

Some 94 per cent of the mole city 
owners of life insurance bad life 
policies with the life insurance 
companies, more than half of this 
94 per cent owning group life insur- 
ance and nine-tenths owning indi- 
vidual policies. About 6 per cent 
had no insurance with the life com- 
panies, but did own some other 
type of life insurance, such as the 
servicemen's policies', fraternal or 
assessment insurance. 

In the case of the rural male 
owners, 84 per cent owned policies 
with the life insurance companies, 
nearly two-fifths of them having 
group policies and 85 per cent in- 
dividual policies. Some 18 per cent 
of the rural men owned only vet- 
erans' policies, fraternal, assess- 
ment or other types of life insur- 
ance.

That's what the aver- 
age Los Angeles high school senior 
expects from life. 

A questionnaire designed to de- 
termine teen-age aspirations was 
prepared and submitted to more 
than 2,500 .high school seniors in 
10 Los Angeles high schools by Dr. 
Ralph H. Turner, University of 
California at Los Angeles sociolo- 
gist 

Data indicated that most boys 
expected: 

(1) To obtain additional school- 
ing after high school. (2) To be- 
come a high-bracket business or 
professional man. (3) To own a 
seven-room house and one or more 
middle-priced cars. 

Senior girls indicated by a huge 
majority (96 per cent) that they 
aspired to be homemakers. But 
fully half expected to combine 
homemaking , with a lifelong ca- 
reer. 

A majority of the girls also indi- 
cated they weren't particularly 
concerned with what their husband 
did as long as he could afford a 
nice home and a car.

When the 
center slices are sold ' separately, 
the stank and butt portions are gen- 
erally lower in price, A whole 
ham divided into halves, provides 
part of the choice center slices on 
the half-ham at whole ham prices.

Glass-Lined

Out in Space 

WASHINGTON— There probably 
once was a glass-uklnned planet 
the Blze of the earth which moved 
around the sun In, an. orbit between 
those of Mars and Jupiter. Now 
the earth's surface Is strewn with 
millions of fragments ok this plan- 
1 "cfs glass fluff ace." 

The surra tcnth-mTrjdr satellite 
was smashed to. bits in a collision 
with another planet— perhaps Its 
twin moving In the same vast emp- 
tiness' of sp'ace^br* one .of the 
moons of Jupiter. 

This is the Interpretation offered 
by Ralph Stairrof the NaUonal Bu- 
reau of.Standards, of the so-called 
tektltes. or binck-grcen; f dia- 
monds," 'found In' various parts of 
the world. Mr. Stair's account was 
recently published by the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

Tektltes have been luiown since 
the time of man. Primitive races 
• used to make arrow points from 
them or used them for decorations. 
The great smash, however, could 
not have, been r very long ago In 
cosmic* history, for none of the 
fragments arc found in ancient 
geological strata. 1U 

It- is not unlikely- 'that the earth 
itself was once ^ ..least partially 
"glass^shellcd;,''- Through ./various 
processes .the shells -were ^hanged 
into the preseh't sedimentary rocks. 
That the glass fragments; weighing 
from fractions of on ounce to sev- 
eral" pounds,-.are of extraterrestrial 
origin, Stair concludes, now can 
be accepted as a virtual certainty. 

New Uses for 
Magnesium Salts 

CH I C A. GO — Magnesium salts- 
used to prevent "grass staggers" 
in cattle after early spring grazing 
—may also help • overcome delir- 
lum tremens in chronic alcoholism, 
according to ^.report by the Amer- . 
ican Medical Association. 

The normal adult human body 
contains less than an ounce of 
magnesium, but a dedclcncy can 
produce muscle twitching, execs- 
' sive nervousness, tremor, delirium, 
and even convulsions. Dr. Edmund 
B. Flink, Minneapolis, said in the 

report, , , 

The human symptoms are simi- 
lar to those ■. produced in cows, 
calves and horses .suffering "grass 
staggers," a magnesium deficiency 
illness usuaUy occurring one or two 
weeks after' the livestock begins 
grazing on new spring grass., 
. Symptoms of "grass staggers in- • 

elude nervousness, : restlessness, 
grazing away from the herd, lack 
of appetite, muscle twitching, 'un- 
steady gait, spreading, of ,the hind « 
limbs, gnashing of teeth; a wild 
look, and constant lowing. 

Chronic alcoholism appears to 
be an important cause of mag- 
nesium deficiency symptoms in 
humans. Dr. Flink said, 

New Bird Fossils 
Added to Known List 

WASHINGTON— There are now. 
more than 400 fossil birds known 
from North America and; the West 
■ Indies-loss than half of which are 
. represented by extant species. 
They range from the grotesque, 
toothed flying creatures of the days 
of the giant dinosaurs to the more 
recent fossils which cannot' be dis- 
tinguished from some of iho com 
mon song birds of today. 

A checklist of all birds of this 
area of which fossil traces have 
been found has been compiled by 
Dr. Alexander Wetmore, Smithso- 
nian Institution research associate. 
For the most part bird fossils 
are quite fragmentary. Birds, with 
their light bones and aerial way of 
life, are much-less likely to be 
preserved in fossil form than heav- 
ier-boned earth-bound reptiles and 
mammals. Almost .100 . (.pedes', 
however; have been added to the 
: ^previously,. known llist In' the past 
15 years. 

African Rats Walk 
Upright Like Man 

WASHINGTON— "Rats lhat walk 
.like men" and many other- small 
uxiammals of the. North African 
-desert have been added to"the 
mnammal collections of the; Smith- 
•isonlan Institution. Tbey were -sol- , 
. wlected by Dr.. Henry W. Setzer dur-, 
xing an expedition to 1 Libya in 
Search' of mammals that serve as '• 
' hosts of Insect parasites and- dls- - 
.ease carriers; The country Is 
largely desert, and Its mammals 
are . nearly: all small creatures 
adapted through mlllenla for sur- 
vival 1 under desert conditions. 

The biped rats are the Jerboas, 
animals 7 to 8 Inches long with big 
bushy *alla, wtiich ordinarily prog- 
v ress on^thelr hind legs,- somewhat 
-after the fasWori.oi kangaroos..
